It was thought by many that 
the book The Electrocution of Ray- 
mond Hamilton would create a 
passing interest but that the inter- 
est would subside in a few days. 
Happily that has not been true. The 
sermon was first preached Sunday 
night, May 12th in The Fundamen- 
talist Baptist Tabernacle by Pastor 
John R. Rice, two days after the 
electrocution of this notorious gun- 
man.

REVIVAL AT PARIS, 
TEXAS, SOON 


It is the editor’s plans to go to 
Paris, Texas for a great county- 
wide revival which is to begin, God 
willing, in about two weeks. Thurs- 
day a week ago we drove to Paris 
and looked over the town, had a 
good conversation with Pastor 
Marion Been, and some members 
of his church and although we 
were urged to stay and preach that 
night, we returned home the same 
evening. The place has been se- 
lected for the revival in the center 
of this good town of 20,000 people. 
We found the keenest interest 
everywhere. A large tent is avail- 
able and we expect seats to be pro- 
vided for the largest crowds ever 
to attend a revival in Paris. Fur- 
ther announcements will be made a 
littel later. 

In Tuesday's mail came the fol- 
lowing word from Brother Been: 

“Monday 


“Dear Brother Rice: 

“Tent packed Sunday afternoon 
and last night hundreds stood 
around the tent. I gave first invi- 
tation last night and seven were 
saved. At close of service 300 of 
our church members remained and 
spend thirty minutes in prayer for 
your soon coming to Paris. Mothers 
and fathers cried out with a broken 
heart for a great soul-stirring re- 
vival and handed out The Sword

Truly the harvest is ready 
for the greatest soul-stirring sin- 
convicting revival ever held in La- 
mar County.

Governor Allred's Letter 


The letter from Governor James 
V. Allred is as follows:

“My Dear Friend: 

“I deeply appreciated your let- 
ter of the 24th and the printed 
copy of your sermon which you 
sent me. Mrs. Allred and I read 
this with. great- interest. 

“May I say that this was the 
best Biblical justification for the 
death penalty I have ever seen. 
Naturally, I have thought quite 
a bit about it as I have already 
had more capital cases to pass 
on in the short period I have 
been Governor than any other 
Governor during a life period. 
The docket of the Court of 
Criminal Appeals shows there 
are about four timies as many 
death penalty cases as in any 
previous year in history. 

“With kindest regards, I am, 

“Sincerely yours, 
(Signed): “James V. Allred 
Governor of Texas.” 


Recently the book was ordered 
by Roy Mayes of McKinney, Texas, 
who had been kidnaped and held 
for eighteen hours by Raymond 
Hamilton. Since then, one woman 
has written for the book and ask- 
ing prayer. Her husband was ac- 
cused of harboring Raymond Ham- 
ilton and is now in jail. The moth- 
er of Raymond Hamilton sent for 
the booklet by a friend. His Cath- 
olic sweetheart called me by tele- 
phone to tell me she had read the 
book and to tell me she believed 
Raymond Hamilton was saved. A 
woman who did not give her name, 
called me by telephone to disagree 
violently with the book. All these 
indicate that the interest in the 
book, “The Electrocution of Ray- 
mond Hamilton” is widespread and 
growing. 

Ten books were bought by work- 
ers at the Dallas Railway Termi- 
nal. Dallas police officers have 
asked for a good number. The 
Clerk of a Court in Louisiana has 
bought two dozen copies. Boys 
and girls have written asking that 
the book be mailed them. In this 
morning’s mail, a colored woman 
wrote, requesting a copy. She is 
the mother of four boys and is 
anxious for them to learn that the 
wages of sin are terrible, that 
crime does not pay. I am glad 
to send it to her. 


Of about fifty copies asked for 
by mail in letters and cards this 
morning, there were sixteen re- 
quests by post-card, which, of 
course, did not include postage. 
Other letters enclosed stamps or 
coins averaging three cents each 
for the requests received this morn- 
ing. You can see that everyone of 
‘these copies are being sent at a 
net cost so that the stamps and 
coins sent do not pay even the 
_ cost of printing, much less the cost 
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of postage, stenographer®, the large 
envelopes used in mailing, adver- 
tising, etc. But thank God for the 
interest in the gospel. As long as 
He makes it possible I will contin- 
ue to send out this book which is 
arousing such interest in capital 
punishment, in the wages of sin, 
in the plan of salvation, and in the 
proper rearing of our young peo- 
ple. 


Some Offerings Help Pay Expenses 


We praise God for putting it in 
the hearts of people to help get 
out these gospel mesages.

In the same mail came some 
small coins, a few cents tithe mon- 
ey sent from the bed of a patient 
in a T. B. Sanitarium, bidding me 
God-speed in the work. She was 
converted some years ago hearing 
me on the radio and since then, I 
Am sure, she does not forget to 
}pray for me. How these things 
hearten my soul! . God will provide, 
so I put my trust in Him and offer 
free this book on “The Electrocu- 
tion of Raymond Hamilton” and 
will send it postpaid to everyone 
who asks for it, as long as I can 
pay the printer. Thank God He 
helped me yesterday to pay in full 
for the first printing of the book. 
We are now using the second print- 
ing and waiting on the printer for 
extra copies which are to come to- 
morrow.

Another Office Helper 


Elsewhere in this paper I have 
mentioned that we were hoping for 
another worker in the office. With 
hundreds of letters and cards com- 
ing in, books to be mailed, copy 
for the paper to be written, letters 
and Bible questions to be answered, 
records to be kept, etc., the work 
has gotten to be more than we 
could well do. Today, Wednesday, 
Miss Fairy Shappard comes to join 
Misses Lola Mae Bradshaw and 
Viola Walden as full time stenog- 
raphers in the editor’s office. A 
number of others donate much time 
every week, but these three give 
themselves continually to the work. 


Miss Fairy, like the other girls 
in the office, comes as a matter of 
faith and an answer to prayer. 
She will have no regular salary, 
as none of us in the office have, 
but we look to God to supply our 
needs. As yet she has made no 
permanent arrangements about 
room and board. 

Miss Fairy’s coming is an an- 
swer to prayer. She has been em- 
ployed in the Government Cotton 
office at Waxahachie where she 
lived, working 28 hours a week. 
Between times she has frequently 
come to help in the work here, 
volunteering her time. I did not 
like to ask her to give up a regu- 
lar job paying so much per week 
to come here and work harder, 
going entirely by faith, until God 
should make the matter so unmis- 
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takeably plain that none of us 
could doubt. So we agreed last 
Saturady to pray that God would 
show Himself so definitely that 
there could be no doubt. I prayed 
that God would let her lose her. job 
or her father should get work or 
some ‘such indication that she 
should come to help in the work 
here, if that was His will. Monday 
morning when she reported for 
work in Waxahachie she learned 
that the Government discontinued 
the work that had kept her em- 
ployed and she was out of a job! 
Then indications arose that her fa- 
ther would soon be employed and 
Miss Fairy, her mother and father 
and I feel perfectly convinced that 
it is the plan of God for her to 
come and work for me. 

We want everybody in the church 
to know Miss Fairy Shappard and 
love her and help her in this work. 
She is an earnest soul winner, a 
talented worker and a lovable 
Christian.

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“Uncle Bob’? Lambert 


Wednesday night of last week, 
June 5th, I was called to the bed- 
side of our dear friend and mem- 
ber, Brother Robert L. Lambert, 
familiarly known to multitudes of 
friends as “Uncle Bob.” Before 
we could get there, he fell asleep 
in Jesus about 6:30 p. m. Friday 
afternoon at 3 o’clock, a great 
crowd came to the tabernacle for 
the public funeral services. There 
were fifty beautiful floral offer- 
ings. “Uncle Bob’”’ was an humble 
man, but one of the best men I 
ever knew. For years he had been 
accustomed to hard, manual labor, 
and although sixty-seven years old, 
he was always one of the first to 
volunteer to move benches, pianos, 
or work on the tabernacle. His 
faithful, steadfast Christian life 
has been a benediction. He was 
retiring in public and rarely spoke 
out in services except for a sim- 
ple, fervent prayer when called up- 
on. But I learned that privately 
the current of his Christian life 
ran deep and strong. He exerted 
a profound influence for Christ and 
I write this brief word in the hope 
that his sons, his neighbors, his 
brethren in the church and many 
others may be inspired to do like- 
wise. 

“Uncle Bob” read his Bible by 
the hour. His daughter came to 
the office yesterday who told me 
that again and again when she 
had been troubled about the mean- 
ing of some passage in the Bible, 
she would go to her father, and he 
could tell her offhand, remember- 
ing the Scripture without even 
turning to theybook. Once he told 
me privately of the wonderful joy 
he had had in this big church of 
poor people with our simple ways, 
our soul winning and our Bible 
teaching. He said he had never 
been fully content with the pro- 
grams and forms of other church- 
es. 

“Uncle Bob” was a coul winner 
and often talked to his own chil- 
dren, his neighbors and others a- 
bout Christ. Years ago he ran a 
livery stable and had many negroes 
about. who helped him with the 
horses. Numbers of these he won 
to Christ. He and “Aunt Mollie,” 
his good wife, reared a great fam- 
ily of children, ten of whom are 
living today, and besides these, 
they reared a negro boy who had 
been left an orphan when a baby. 
Some of these colored friends at- 
tended the funeral, and their 
mourning was as sincere and deep 
as that of many other friends. 


Just this morning (Tuesday), 
personal workers visited in the 
home of a lost man who has lived 
near “Uncle Bob,” and his wife 
told with tears how “Uncle Bob” 
had talked to her husband about 
Christ, how deeply he had become 
concerned and how he had prom- 
ised her to go to church regularly 
every Sunday morning. He was 
greatly moved by “Uncle Bob’s” 
death, but God grant that he may 
be saved! 


“Uncle Bob” said so little about 
his achievements and his bearing 
was so humble that most Chris- 
tians did not know of his soul win- 
ning work. A few months ago, 
I had the great joy of learning in- 
directly of another soul “Uncle 
Bob” won. A friend of long stand- 
ing became deeply concerned about 


to ask him the old, old question, 
“What must I do to be saved?” 
“Uncle Bob” got his Bible, rather 
worn and tattered it is from long 
use; and showed his friend the way 
to Christ. He said he had gone 


Christ, but that was the first time 
anybody had come to ask him the — 
way of salvation. iv, 


He Believed In Prayer 


“Uncle Bob” believed in prayer. 
When he lay stricken with a fail- 
ing heart a few minutes before his 
death, he said to his wife, “Mama, 
if I don’t get better pretty soon, 
you had better send for Brother 
Rice and have him pray. No doc-,. 
tor can do me any good.” He be- 
lieved in prayer . Personally, I 
have a sweet peace about it, feel- 
ing that it was God’s time for him 
to go home. He had worked long 
enough. It was time for him to 
enter into the joy of his Lord. Of 
him the Saviour well said, “Blessed 
are the dead which die in the Lord 
from henceforth: Yea, saith the 
Spirit, that they may rest from 
their labours; and their works do 
follow them” (Rev. 14:13). I be- 
lieve that in “Uncle Bob’s’” family, 
in his friends and neighbors, we 
will find it true that “his works 
do follow him,” though he has en- 
tered into rest. 

It is not a time for sorrow, but 
of rejoicing. ‘Uncle Bob” is with 
the Lord and if Jesus Comes soon, 
all of us who love His appearing, 
will be with him. 

Reader, if you are unSaved, I 
urge you to take “Uncle Bob's’ 
Saviour as your own. How happy 
when death comes unexpected, to 
know that one is ready, as every- 
body knew “Uncle Bob” was. Take 
Christ as. your Peace and Safety, 
your Hope and your Way to Hea-— 
ven. Do it today. The blood of 
Christ was shed for sinners like 
this poor writer, like “Uncle Bob” 
Lambert, and like you who read 
this today. 
Reader, if you are a child of God, 
then let your light shine today, for 
one day you will lay down your 
toil. The night comes when no 
man can work.
